Province of the Maffachufets-Bay 
in New-England. 


The Submiffion and Agreement of the Eaft- 
ern Indians at Fort William Henry im 
Pemmaquid, the 11th. Day of Augult, in 
the Fifth Year of the Reign of our Sove- 
reign Lord and Lady, William and Ma- 
ry, by rhe Grace of God, of England, 
Scotland, France and Ireland, King and 
Queen, Defenders of the Fatth, &c. 1693. 


HEREAS a Bloody War hes for fome years 
now paft been Made and Carryed on by the 
Indians within the Eaftern parts of the faid Prevince, 
acainft Their Majefties Sudjects the Englifh, through 
the Inftigation and Influences of the French ; and be- 
ing fenfible of the Miferies which we and our People 
afe reduced unto, by adhering to {Il Councils. We 
whofe Names are hereunto Subfcribed, being Saga- 
mores and Chief Captains of all the Indians belong. 
ing co the feveral Rivers of Penobjcot and Kennebeck, 
Amarafcogin and Saco, parts of the faid Province of 
the Maffachufets-Bay within their faid Majefties Sove- 
taignty : Having made Applicatien unto his Excellency 
Sir William Phips, Captain General and Governour in 
Chief in and over the {aid Province, that the War may 
be put to an end, do Jay down our Arms, and caft our 
felves upon their faid Majefties Grace and Favour. And 
each of us refpectively for our felves, and in the Name 
and with the free Confent of all the Indians belongin 
"unto the feveral Rivers aforefaid, and ofall other Indi- 
ans within the faid Province of and from Merrimock Ri- 
ver, unto the moft Eafterly Bounds of the faid Pro- 
vince ; hereby acknowledging our hearty Subjection 
and Obedience unto the Crown of England, and do 
folemnly Covenant, Promife and Agree to and with the 
lid Sir William Phips, and his Succeffors in the place 
ofCaptain General and Governour in Chief of the a- 
forefaid Province or Territory, on their faid Majefties 
bchalf in manner following, vig. 
That at all time and times kr ever, from and after 
the Date of thefe Prefents, we will ceafe and forbear 
ill A&s of Hoftilicy towards the Subjeéts of the Crown 
England, and not offer the leaft Hurt or Violence to 
em or any of them in their Perfons or Eftates ; but 
Will henceforward hold and maintain a firm and con- 
ant Amity and Friendfhip with all the Engli/h. 
Item, we abandon and forfake the French Intereft, 
“d will not in any wife adhere to, joyn with, aid 
® ait them in their Wars, or Defigns againft the 
Exelifh, nor countenance, fuccor or conceal any of the 
y Indians of canada or other places, that thal 
'appen to come to any of our Plantations within the En- 
4 Territory, bue fecure them if in our Power, and de- 
‘them up uate the Englifh. 


That all Englifo Captives in the hands or Power of 
any of the Indians within the Limits aforefaid, thall with 
all poflible {peed be fet at liberty, and Returned home 
witheut any Ranfom or Payment to be made or given 
for them or any of them. 

That Their Majefties Subjeéts the Englifh, thall and 
may peaceably and quietly enter upon, improve, and for 
ever enjoy, all ard fingular cheir Rights of Lands, and fors 
mer Settlements and Poffeflions within the Eaftern Parts 
of the faid Province of the MafJachu/tts-Bay without any 
Ngee or claims by us or any other Indians, and 
be in no wife molefted, interrupted or difturbed there- 
in. 

That all Trade and Commerce which hereafter may 
be allowed between the Englifh and Indians, thall be 
under {uch management and Regulation as may be ftated 
by an Act of the General Affembly, or as the Governour’ 
of the faid Province for the time being, wich the Advive 
and confent of the Council thall fee caufe to Direét and 
Limit. 

If any controverfie er difference, at any time hereaf- 
ter happen to arife hetween any of the Englifh and In- 
dians, tor any real or fuppofed wrong or injury done on 
one fide or the other, no private Revenge fhall be ta- 
ken by the Indians for the lame, but proper Application 
be made to Their Majefties Government upon the place 
for Remedy thereof in a due courle of Juftice, we hereby 
f{ubmitting our felves to be ruled and Governed by Their 
— Laws, and defire to have the benefic of the 

ame. 

For the more full manifeftation of our fincerity and 
integrity in all that which we have herein before Cove- 
nanted and Promifed, we do deliver unto Sir William 
Phips Their Maiefties Governour as aforefaid, Abaflom- 
bamett Brother to Edgeremett, Wenongabewitt Coufin to 
Madockawando, and Edgeremett and Bagatawawongon, al- 
fo Sheep{coat Fobn, to abide and remain in the Cuftody 
of the Englifb, where the Governor fhall direét, as 
Hoftages or Pledges, for our Fidelity, and true per- 
formance of all and every the foregoing Articles, re- 
ferving Liberty to exchange them in fome reafonable 
time for a like number to the acceptance of the Go- 
vernour and Council of the faid Province, fo they be 
perfons of as good account, and efteem amongft che 
Indians as thofe which are to be exchanged. In Teftt- 
mony whereof, we have hereunto fet our feveral Marks 
and Seals, the Day and Year firft above written. 

The Above written Inftrument was deliberately read 
over, and the fevera] Articles and Claufes thereof 
interpreted unto the Indians, who faid they well un- 
derftood, and confented thereto, and was then Signed, 
Sealed and Delivered in the Prefence of us,

1. God Almighty having abfolutely commanded our 

bedience to fuch and fuch Laws, fufhciently declares 
that he has given usa Power to chufe or to refule, tor 
ie wou'd be injuftice, and contrary to his Nature to 
require impoflibilujes. And he having given us our 
Reafon to Judge of things indifferent, according to 
our choice and Determination, fuch effeéts naturally 
tollow iuch Caules; as if we commit Murder, or o- 
therwile break the Laws, we fhall be punifhed for it: 
Whereas it we obferve them, we fhall be protected by 
them. Nor is any Mans Cafe exempted, we ha- 
viog all che Univerfal Law of Reaton to govern us. 
Not but that there are feveral Decrees of God Al- 
mighty, which are fixt and unalterable, for inftance the 
Mortalicy of Man, that he muft dye, and that this Death 
fhall, generally {peaking, not exceed threefcore and 
ten, or the extent of the Common Powers of Nature; 
and this Decree is neceflary for the Government of the 
World, which as it encreales daily, would grow too 
Populous, and fubvere the wife ends ot Providence ; 
thoie that are not of this Opinion, we would ask, whar 
they think of thete unhappy days of War and Deftru- 
€tion, has God Almighty ordain’d that there fhould be 
fo much Milchief and Milery, and fuch Methods of Mor- 
tality, as the Sword, Fire, @<s. purely becaute of his 
Decree ( which no one dares doubt is very Juit_)? or ra- 
ther was not Mortality firft Sentenc’d for the fall of 
Adam, and thefe unhappy Methods of it, occafion'd by 
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Vices of am impious and wicked Age ? who doubts thi 
js unacquainted with facred Writ, where no Miferjes 
are fuggefted as the Decrees of God, but the Effatts 
of Diljobedience and Rebellion ; but a particular Difcuf. 
fion of this Point, would cake up more Room than our 
Narrow bounds will permtt. 

2. If the Parents have been guilty of any known fraud, 
and th Children have not made Reftitution, fo far ag 
has been in their Power, alchd as co all other things 
they may have lived very Pioufly, they can never ey. 
pect the Blefling of God in their Affrirs ; bue if the 
Parent has done ro Injury to his Neighbour, which 
the Child might, and has not mede Reparation in, he 
may very warrantably expect to be profpered in all his 
undertakings. Or at lealt, thé the Sins of the Parents 
many be fpfliéted upon the Children, as to Temporais, 
vet to fuch Children of bad Parents, that endeavour 
to do their Duty, the Fruits of their Parents difobe. 
dience thall be counterpois'd with a Peaceful Happy 
Breaft, andan Expeétation and Hope of a better Place, 
which will make amends.
